TIMBER CONDITIONS 
WILL BE EXAMINED 


Sent by Government to Enquire 
As to Extension Fire 
Protection, 


1. H. Finlayson, of Ottawa, dominion 
government fire protection inspector, Is 
in the city today having completed ar- 
rangements for the starting of an ex- 
pedition of two men to the Yukon in 
the interests of fire protection, 

The two men are W. J. Boyd and FE. 
S. Davidson, of Ottawa, both graduates 
of the Toronto school of forestry, They- 
left yesterday for Blg River en route to 
the Yukon on their extensive timber 
cruising expedition, They were lightly 
equipped carrying with them provisions 
to last them for only about two months 


| 


which, however, will be amply replen- 
ished along the route. 

The object of the trip, which will last 
many months, and is being conducted 
by the dominion government, is to dis- 
cover the need for Intensive fire pro- 
tection in the vast northland, and the 
amount of requisite extension over that 
already in existence, While the jour- 
ney will be along the main and short- 
est route possible to the Yukon terri- 
tory, short side trips will be made up 
into the main trihytary waters, where 
timber conditions will be investigated. 

The two foresters, who will be un- 
aecompanicd on the trip, will make 
a start by canoe from Big River im- 
mediately upon their arrival there, 
They will proceed down the Beaver 
there the travelers will go down. From 
lake to the La Loche lakes, thence pro- 
ceeding to Portage la Loche, The route 
will then be by the Clearwater river 
direct to Fort Murray where consider- 
able reconnnoitering will be done, From 
Athabasca lake to Great Slave lake 
Athabasca lake to Great Clave lake 
and on to Fort McPherson, They will 
then travel over the Rockles, taking 
their canoes with them, traversing the 
Vell river and later the Porcupine be- 
fore making Fort Yukon and will jour- 
ney from there up the Yukon river to 
Dawson, 

On the Yukon side an extensive In- 
vestigation of the timber conditiong 
will be made as it is purposed by the 
authorities to extend the fire protec- 
tion as far north as possible. It is 
expected that a large amount of valu- 
able data of various descriptions will 
be secured by the travelers, who, by the 
end of thelr trip, will have covered over 
3,000 miles, Both are experienced !n 
north country travel and do not antict- 
pate any serious difficulties on reach- 
ing thelr destination, 


PRAIRIE PROVINCES 
WHEAT SEEDING IS 
PRACTICALLY DONE 


Winnipeg, May 19.—Crop reports 
from 135 points In the Canadian pral- 
rle provinces shows that practically all 
wheat is seeded. <A few points report

REMARKABLE STORY

offered to take Mr. Duplesals junior 
for a ride and they drove to Wetaski- 
win, where Blals was arrested, 

The accused pleads not guilty to the 
charge of false pretences and Is repre- 
sented by L. T. Barclay. Accused 
maintains that he expected that the 
checks would be met as he had other 
checks payable to him which he inten- 
ded to: deposit. At Wetaskiwin he 
deposited these checks in the bank. 

The accused gave evidence on-his 
behalf Just before the adjournment.

Port Mann, the Pacific terminus, and

four years has resided {n Vancouver 
directing personally construction of 
the line between that city and Edmon- 
ton, In the early days Mr, White was 
the chief lieutenant of Henry J. Cam- 
bie, when that intrepid engineer built 
many of the difficult sections of the 
Canadian Pacific through the moun- 
tains, For several years in the early 
eighties Mr. White's headquarters were 
almost in the center of the Fraser 
canyon; so that he brought to bear the 
knowledge acquired through more 
than a quarter of a century as well as 
a fameus career in railroad engineer- 
ing when he sought to solve the prob- 
lems of construction of a second trans- 
conutinental through the great canyon 
and on out through the beautiful level 
farming country to the coast, 

Just because the opposite side of the 
canyon was in plainest view, and the 
profile of the Canadian Pacific tracks 
passing like a monster moving picture

The detachment of the superstruc- 
ture from the heavy steel truck and 
the consequent telescoping has been 
responsible in the past for most of the 
injuries to passengers in railway ac- 
cidents. The Grand Trunk has enjoyed 
an enviable reputation for Its safe 
carriage of passengers and the officers 
of the company believe that with the 
introduction of this latest improvement 
combined with the reinforcing of the 
vestibules of the passenger coaches 
which has been going on for some 
time past, along with the provision of 
a high tension buffing device in the 
platforms to assist in absorbing sud- 
den shock, there will be a still farther 
dimunition in the small percentage 
of travelers hurt. In adopting this 
new device it has been the object of 
the railway to provide for the travel- 
ing public the very greatest assur- 
ance of safety that could be obtained 
by mechanical ingenuity. 

Hitherto the only means provided to 
prevent the body of the car from 
moving off the trucks has been the 
ordinary two-inch king pin. But, with 
fast running trains and the constant 
increase in the dead welght of pas- 
senger Coaches, some stronger medium 
of adjustment between truck and body 
was found to be necessary. After con- 
siderable investigation the car de- 
partment presented to Mr. Chamberlin, 
for his approval, a device that ap- 
pears to have solved the problem of 
preventing separation of body and 
truck, This device is not at all in- 
tricate; indeed, simplicity and strength 
are the outstanding features of its con- 
struction. Two large forged steel keys 
pass through the center plat@ of the 
car locking together the bolsters of 
truck and body by heavy flanges at 
top and bottom, These two keys are 
separated and spread apart by the in- 
sertion of the ordinary king pin. Al- 
though simple in design this’ inter- 
locking apparatus holds the body of 
the car down to the heavy steel under- 
frame in a tenacious fashion resisting 
the heaviest of shocks, 

With this device in use the meeting 
of two trains would in all probability 
be attended by little injury to passen- 
gers.

plans were submitted to an inde- 
pendent firm of engineering experts 


of wide reputation on the continent 
and their report says: 

“We are particularly interested in 
the reinforced vestibules and the truck 
locking device, the latter being a very 
important safety feature to which but 
little attention has been paid in the 
past. It is self evident that if the 
trucks are locked to the bodies, then in 
a derailment the retarding effect of 
the dragging trucks will tend to keep 
the cars in alignment, and the whole 
train as a unit will be brought to a 
more orderly stop in a shorter distance. 
A local derailment of a double-header 
train last summer illustrated this 
point. The trucks of four cars were 
found bunched together and in their 
alignment, but the bodies were scat- 
tered all over the right-of-way. The 
truck locking device will also tend to 
keep the car ends together preventing 
reinforced ends from striking the sides 
of the cars. Further as you stated, 
the weight of the trucks anchored to 
the body will prevent the cars from 
rolling over. We have never favored 
the all-steel car and believe that a re- 
inforced wooden car is better in many 
ways. We shall not fail to laferm all 
intending travelers of our acquaint- 
ance that the Grand ‘Trunk railway 
system is leading all railroads in the 
safety features of its passenger roll- 
ing stock.”

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WHAT WILL WILSON DO? 
NEXT QUESTION IN MEXICO. 

From 1876 to 1940 Porfirio Diaz was dictator in Mexico in the 
interests of Spanish, British and American exploiters. He dispossessed 
little landholders, literally by millions, of plots and patches which 
they and their ancestors had held since before the white men came 
and he bestowed title to these holdings upon his favorites who, in 
turn, sold them to the foreign exploiters, or he gave the titles to the 
foreign exploiters direct. The effect was to make homeless waifs of 
shoals of helpless peons. In the state of Chihuahua alone thousands 
of peons were dispossessed and the ownership of the land of almost 
the entire state vested in three families. For a long time the peons, 
with their limited intelligence, did not grasp what it all meant, and 
when they did they had no leaders. Since the realization has 
thoroughly dawned upon them, however, teaders have been forth- 
coming and the fight unceasing. Madero and Rhys are in their graves, 
along with hundreds and thousands of others who have sacrificed 
their lives upon the alter of liberty. But Carranza and Villa are fight- 
ing the same fight today, and with much greater chance of permanent 
success, They are fighting to restore the constitution which Diaz 
abrogated in 1876 and to restore to the peons the right of free use of 
the land. The constitutionalists regard the concessionaires as thieves 
and their titles as fraudulent. As a most important feature of their 
provisional government they have established a department of con- 
fiscation which takes possession of these estates as the rebel army 
advances southward. Ex-millionaire Spaniards who reach the Texas 
border with harrowing tales of having been ruthlessly dispossessed 
are very largely of the class whom the constitutionalists regard as the 
natural enemy. Benton, who was killed within the constitutionalist 
lines, will probably be discovered in the fullness of time to have been 
the holder of some concessions such as the constitutionalists consider 
fraudulent. Land, to the value of hundreds of millions of dollars, in 
ihe hands of all classes of foreign land grabbers, British, Spanish and 
American alike, to say nothing of the favorites who clustered around 
the Diaz center of influence, will be looked upon by the triumphant 
constitutionalists as a fitly forfeit. 

By declaring that he is ready to resign in the interests of peace, 
Huerta has already signified that he has no hope of maintaining his 
own dictatorship. “His position now is that of a trapped assassin look- 
ing for a way out. In the interests of national and international 
honor he should behanged in sight of all men in the public square of 
the capital of the country which he has defiled. Villa says that he 
intends to do this, and Wilson evidently intends that he shall be given 
the opportunity. 

But it is not in the elimination of Huerta, the usurper, that the 
possibilities of future trouble for troubled Mexico will arise. It is in 
confiscation from the foreign despoilers and the restoration to the 
dispossessed peons of the stolen lands that there will be great chance 
of complications. Carranza and Villa have the rights of this case. 
But predatory business, not only in United States but in every capilal 
in Europe will be strong for the recognition of the Diaz titles. Peace 
in Mexico, however, is incompatible with the recognition of these, 
By invoking the Munroe doctrine, President Wilson has superimposed 
a virtual protectorate, pledged to permit the Mexicans to settle their 
own affairs. If Wilson stands back of Carranza and Villa in their 
acts of confiscation he will have to stand off not only the European 
nations but the clamor of the predatory interests in United States, If 
he fails to accept this position he will have to go to war with Mexico 
to force the recognition of the Diaz titles,

CANNOT CONTINUE.

In the same issue that bears the stories of the Winnipeg Board 
of Trade resolutions and the Edmonton secretary’s rejoinder, it is 
significient to note that it is recorded of William German, one of the 
clearest-visioned men in the Dominion house, that he declares that the 
$45,000,000 which it Is proposed to give to the Canadian Northern 
will not commence do standardize the system up to the point of effi- 
ciency which will permit it to comepete with either the G.T.P. or 
the C.P.R. and that the promoters will necessarily have to come back 
to the government at the next session for more money. 

Connected up, these various tangents of the railway situation 
spell out national ownership of railways. The government will vir- 
tually be compelled to take over the Canadian Northern system in the 
finish whether it does so now or not. As it is today, the people of 
Canada pay for it but do not own it. On the contrary, it stands, in 
private hands, between them and the reduction of ffeight rates on 
other systems necessary to the development of the west. This situ- 
ation, of the people paying for the construction of a railway which 
becomes a barrier to better freight conditions, cannot continue.

In addition to 
the battle of grades, there must be con- 
sidered the ability of the districts 
served to produce steady revenue in 
the shape of loads for box, flat and 
passenger cars. That is why the 
C.N.R. extended into the rich new 
northern areas of the western pro- 
vinces, where the right kind of settle- 
ment policy has resulted In steady re- 
turns in goods for shipments; to the 
lands where timber abounded, and to 
areas where the economic ores awalt- 
ed the boon of transportation. No 
one will deny the vital relation of this 
class of development work to the gen- 
eral prosperity of the country, and the 
wisdom of the C.N.R. policy will show 
up to better advantage in the years 
that are ahead. It has given the coun- 
try the rich lands of the Saskatchewan 
River valley, and the splendid rolling 
lands to the north of the provinces, 
Manitoba, opened up the great timber 
riches of the north and brings out the 
products of mills which are among the 
largest in the world. The yast iron 
deposits of the Mattawin and Atikokan 
ranges came into the national area 
when the C, N, R. constructed {ts Mne 
from Winnipeg to the head of tho lakes, 
as recently 43 1902, The Pacific section 
of the transcontinental will traverso 
an eroa known to be rich in timber and 
minerals, while the Hne which will con- 
nect the west with tho east opens up 
the clay belt, back of Lake Superior, 
with all its wealth of timber, its water 
powers and !ts fertile soll, Canada al- 
ready has had a vision of what this clay 
belt means in the way of agriculture 
through the development that has 
taken place jn the Temiskaming coun- 
try, Essentially the problems solved 
there are the same as those which will 
be met with in the lands opened by 
the C.N.R. and there is not the slightest 
doubt that this country, long regarded 
as waste, will be the home of thousands 
of prosperous tillers of the soll while 
market towns will spring up at inter- 
vals all through the district. Com- 
petent engineers have estimated that 
the clay belt will support 2,000,000 
people. The race there will be strong

That main line of the C. N, R, be- 
tween the east and the west will also 
commercialize some other important 
natural resources. Close under the por-

At Portage du Fort 
are the finest marble quarries on the 
continent, undeveloped for want of 
railway communication, There {is at 
that polnt a remarkable water power 
awallting. Rich agricultural areas lie 
between Portage du Fort and Pem- 
broke, and In the valley of the Peta- 
wawa and remarkable stands of pine 
tlinber which can be milled locally and 
shipped out on the arrival of rapid 
transportation, to swell the lumber 
trade of Ontario and assuage the enor- 
mous domand from the older settlea 
portions of the country, From Peta- 
wawa on to North Bay there will be 
a replitition of power development, 
agricultural settlement, the mining of 
economic ores and the production of 
bullding timber.

Conference is Expected to 
Reach Climax Within 
Short Time, 


Niagara Falls, Ont, May 19.—Two of| a-Wa-Cha-Sa, an Indian, who has 


the representatives of the three South 
American countries, which are to try 
to solve the Mexican trouble by media- 
tion arrived here yesterday preparatory 
tu the commencement of their sessions 
with the representatives of the United 
States and Mexico next Wednesday. 
Doeraintco Dagoma, the Brazillan am- 
bassador, who is the ranking diplomat 
of the three mediators, and Romulo §, 
ininister for Argentina, were the 
mediators Who arrived today, 

Mduardo Suarez the Chilean minis- 
ter, and the third mediator Is expected 
to arrive today from Washington, 

On reaching the hotel where the con- 
ference is to be held, Mr, Dagoma found 
awaiting the mediators the following 
message from the Duke of Connaught, 
governor-sgeneral of Canada: 

“As ppovernor-general I welcome you 
on your arrival on Canadian soil, and 
express my fervent hope that the ef- 
forts of yourself and your colleagues 
te preserve peace may meet. with 
kpeedy and lasting success.” 

‘The ambassador immediately sent the 
following reply to the duke: 

“TL earnestly thank your royal high- 
ness for your cordial words of welcome 
and your good wishes for the success 
of our work of international good will. 
We will be happy in being able to as- 
goclate, the good results of our ef- 
forts with the name of a liberal and 
civilized country which under the 
guidance of your royal highness grows 
rapidly for the glory of the empire and 
the honor of our continent. I have the 
honor to present to your royal high- 
ness the expression of my profound 
respect.” 

Ambassadors Reticent 

Last evening Ambassador Dogma and 
Minister Naon were in conference dis- 
cussing the general situation and mak- 
Ing final preparations for the formal 
opening of the conference, 

Word reached here from the United 
Riutes state department at Washing- 
ton that the American delegates would 
arrive shortly after midnight to night. 
The Mexican delegates, it was learned, 
will be here Wednesday morning, 

Neither of the mediators would com- 
ment on the report from Washington 
that General Huerta would resign if 
Fuch a step was necessary for the suc- 
ceas of mediation, but both expressed 
themselves as highly hopeful of a 
favorable outcome of the conference. 

Washington, May 19,—President 
Wilson told the American representa- 
{Ives to the mediation conference that 
the United States government regards 
the settlement of the Mexican question 
{na definite form as a perquisite to the 
withdrawal of American forces from 
Vera Cruz, 

The president gave the American 
commissioners—Justice Lamar, of the 
supreme court of the United States; 
Frederick W, Lehmann, former solicitor 
general, and Diplomatic Secretary H. 
lercival Dodge—no specific demands to 
nmiake, but at the same time he outlined 
to his representatives that peace in 
Mexico seemed to him to be conditioned 
on the elimination of the Huerta ad- 
ministration and the establishment in 
its place of a strong provisional gov- 
ernment which would conduct an elec- 
tion, giving fair treatment to all 
factions and parties, and guaranteeing 
more over, a solution of the agrarian 
Problem and other internal difficulties 
Which have bred revolution in the 
southern republic during the last three 
years, 

During the day a dispatch came to 
one of the foreign diplomats here from 
& diplomatic source in Mexico City 
blating that Gen, Huerta was ready to 
resign, and would permit his repre- 
sentative at the mediation to eliminate 
him df it should become absolutely 
Intimations that have come 
from the three Huerta delegates since 
thelr visit to this country showed that 
(iey had realized Huerta's elimination 
Was regarded as essential to a settle- 
ment and knew from the outset that 
unless they came prepared to deal with 
iis phase of the probleny their efforts 
sould be fruitless, The mediation 
fonference {s expected to reach a 
tlimax in a short time. The president 
does not look for protected negotia- 
tions, believing that before many days 
a definite idea of the concessions which 
General Huerta is ready to make will 
he obtalned,

Socialist Principles Attacked 
by David Goldstein, at 
Empire Auditorium, 


RED FLAG FOLLOWERS 
MAKE THINGS LIVELY 


Speaker Declines Challenge to 
Debate With Socialist 
in City, 


Declaring Socialism stood for the 
negation of God and the abolition of 
j the human family and the substitution 
of a condition of free love, David Gold- 
stein, secretary of the Boston School 
fof Political Economy, and author of 
“Socialism—The Nation of the Father- 
less Children” last night spoke for two 
hours and a half on the subject, “So- 
cialism Versus Christianity” before a 
| Jarge audilence—about two-thirds 
Roman Catholics and one-third 
Socialists—in the Impire Auditorium 
The lecture Was under the auspices of 
the Knights of Columbus. 

The speaker opened with a number 
of quotations from leading dignitaries 
of the Roman Catholic chureh assert- 
ing that Socialism was one of the most 
dangerous enemies of the Christian 
faith. “There cannot be such a thing 
as a Catholic Socialist,” he quoted, In 
regard to certain ministers whom he 
had found calling them Socialists he 
said that the “rey” before their name 
stood for revolutionary rather than 
reverend. Whilst the Knights of Co- 
lumbus was in no way a political or- 
ganization in the ordinary sense of the 
term they were opposing the revolu- 
tlonary principles of soclalism in or- 
der to saferuard their rights and pri- 
vileges. It was not necessary to un- 
derstand what Socialism meant to be 
admitted to the party and %5 per cent. 
of Socialists did not find out what the 
movement stood for until after they 
were members, Refore any man could 
really call himself a Socialist, however, 


he must accept the theory of a ma- 
terlalistic conception of history, No 


man could believe in a materialistic 
conception of history involved the be- 
lief that the religions, morality, arts 
and institutions of a people were de- 
termined primarily by the economia 
conditions of the people and changed 
with the changing: economic’ conditions 
If that were true then the fundamental 
principles Of Christianity were falsa 


Passes With Socialists 

Tho latter statements brought ap- 
plause from Socialists in the hall and 
the lecturer remarked that Socialista 
on this side.the border were more 
frank In. repydiating Christian prin- 
ciples than those on the other side, 
whereupon the Socialists loudly ap- 
plauded again, 

“The modern blasphemy", said the 
speaker, “is to claim Christ ag an agi: 
tator and a waver of the red flag". 
The Socialists claimed their movement 
was a scientific movement (A voice: 
You bet it ja). They claimed that they 
would establish a system under which 
there would be no more economis clas- 
ges (Soctallst applause) and as there 
would be no classes there would be no 
necessity for having to keep people in 
ignorance and superstition—therefore 
religion must die out and with it the 
churehes, (Loud applause from the 
Socialists), 

A voice: “You will die out too". 

The speaker: When religion dies out 
the whole human race will die out. 
(A volce: You are a prophet), 

The speaker: T do not need to bea 
prophet, I have only to look {nto the 
faces of the people who reject the 
Almighty Cod and T have evidence of 
it. (loud applause), 

Lecturer Goldstein proceeded to 
deny that Socialists had discovered any 
new cure for human ills and stated 
that all human misery was due to the 
violation of one or other of the ten 
commandments, 

A man in the audience rose to his 
feet and disputed the lecturer's state- 
ment that Marz had said that as the 
chisses change so the religions chan- 
ged, “What Marx did say was; As 
the tools of production changed so 
did the classes in society and its insti- 
tutions change’. (applause from the 
Socialists). 

The lecturer: Does, that make any 
difference, assuming that that is cor- 
rect? (A voice: Sure it does), 

Quotations were read by the speaker 
from Socialist books to prove that So- 
meant the negation of God 
“Socialists may not tolerate Jehovah, 
but God tolerates the Socialists’, he 
said, “but he will deal with them later 
if they do not repent” 

Socialists and Woman 

The rest of the speaker's address 
vas devoted to a discusston of free 
love which he claimed Socialist wri- 
ters tanght, “If a woman", he de- 
clared “sells herself, but gives the 
money to the Socialis movement, So- 
cialists considered it justifiable," This 
statement raised a storm of protest 
and “Liar” was hurled at the platform 
The speaker then read the following 
quotation from “Outlooks from a new 
standpoint’, by Ernest Belfort Bax'— 

“Supposing that in Russia or else- 
where, a sudden and urrent demand 
for material resources for party pur- 
poses arose, and that much hung upon 
its being immediately satisfied. Sup- 
again, that as a last revard’a 
female member of the party were, 
without any hypocritical pretence, to 
sell her body to raise the money.

So far as actual improve- 
ment in business conditions go and 
there is as yet little to be polnted out 
as justifying expectations of an early 
business revival, but reports of trade 
authorities are more hopeful than they 
have been for several months, 


London Stocks ? 

London, M ay19.—The stock markets 
woerewere irregular yesterday, The ces- 
sation of the liquidation In Russia was 
helpful it being reported that the 
inrperial speculative account of Russian 
securities open in both Paris and St.
